seemed uselesste them that they should be botherdd with FCC regulations with — 
the transmissions that they needed to maze. ‘To their surprise they were : 
identified, citations issued, and in extreme cases, penalities assessed. 


It is not our purpose to blame guilt on these short wave operators as a 
group, er to cast any reflections on 4eLand in general, but this isolated case 
is cited te show that is can hanpen, and often in the most unexpected pleces. 
We hardly believe that any group of amateurs would be guilty of this “ind of co 
duct on the air, at least we don't like to believe this sort of thing. However 
monitor the frequency, or engage in traffic handling, or simply plain «SO'S;

SOME THOUGHTS ON THE NEW MATHEMATIC
